Detective Captain EDWARD GRABOVAC , Whiting, Indiana, ^ 
Police Department, advised in September, I960, that HARRY DEAN, 
who had previously used the name GEORGE R. BAKER, and whose 
real name he believed to be GORDON HUNT, had left town, leaving 
in his wake an unserved warrant for his arrest on bad check 
charges. He identified DEAN as a self-employed plasterer. He 
added that he had learned from the Detroit, Michigan, Police 
Department that DEAN, the subject of FBI identification record 
No. 4657880, had previously been committed as a mental patient 
in 1948 in Canada, had once been sentenced to "One year 
indefinite" for breaking and entering, at Chatham, Ontario, 
had been arrested by the Detroit Police Department once for 
disturbing a religious meeting and twice for using indecent 
and obscene language, and was shown to have been AWOL from 
the service at Fort Knox, Kentucky, in 1949- 

DEAN recontacted the Chicago Office telephonically 
in December, i960, to advise that he had been residing for 
the previous two months in Detroit, Michigan, and that he was 
then living in Chicago. He refused, however, to divulge his 
local address. Thereafter, he recontacted the Chicago Office 
on several occasions telephonically until June, 1961, furnish- 
ing information regarding Cuban nationals associated with the 
July 26th Movement (J26M, cited below) and persons associated 
with the FPCC. He was last contacted by two Special Agents 
of the FBI in Chicago. on June 7, 1961, when he was told that 
his assistance was not desired. DEAN was described as a n 
white male, America* age approximately 28 (1961), height 5' 10 , 
weight 195 pounds, athletic build.

DEAN said that after his return to Chicago, JUAN

recalls meeting JOHN ROSSEN at the first or second meeting 
of the new group. At the second meeting (apparently the 
last meeting referred to in Item VI), he said, it was 
FLORENCE CRILEY who made the suggestion that he be secretary 
of the Chicago Chapter of the FPCC. DEAN said it was at this 
second meeting that he noticed some obviously communist 
literature; and that it was about one week after this discovery 
that his associates in the FPCC were pro-communist that he 
called the FBI in Chicago. He claimed that it was only due 
to his removal to California that he terminated his contact 
with the FPCC and not because of the hearings of the Senate 
Internal Security Sub-committee (on July 13 and 14, 196l), 
although they were coincidental in pc|§nt of time.

DEAN said he was fully aware that his associations 
with the J26M and the FPCC were initiated and continued on his 
cwn volition. He said that he had never intended f urnishing 
any information to the FBI for other than patriotic feelings 
and for that reason had never expected any money for his 
information and in fact never received any. He said that 
he had never considered himself to be an undercover agent 
of the FBI or as one authorised to act for it in any capacity 
and that he had never intended claiming any such relationship 
with it. He said that he was less concerned over the appear- 
ance of his name in the Senate Sub~Committee *s report of the 
hearings on the FPCC in Chicago in July, 196l, than over the 
fact he had never been called upon to testify concerning the 
FPCC as he felt he could have effectively exposed thevhole 
matter from personal knowledge and thereby have helped to 
ruin the FPCC. He said that he possibly might be concerned 
at some future time over an employment clearance but that he 
was presently suffering no jeopardy working as a plasterer out 
of the Plasterers Local #2 in Los Angeles. 

July 26th Movement (J26M) 

The J26M is the revolutionary organization founded 
and led by FIDEL CASTRO, the present Prime Minister of 
Cuba. It was dissolved in late 1962 when it was absorbed 
into the Integrated Revolutionary Organization in Cuba 
along with the Communist Party of Cuba and the other 
principal political' parties. 

Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) 

A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on June 20, 19&3* that the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC) was formed in New York City 
in Spring, i960, under the sponsorship of certain well- 
known pro-communists and 'liberals 11 for the announced 
purpose of defending the "truth" about Cuba from dis- 
tortion by Cuba's enemies. The "New York Times dated 
January 11, 1961, reported that t a± a hearing before the 
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U. S. Senate ! s Internal Security Sub -Committee on 
January 10, 196l, Dr. CHARLES A, SANTOS -BUCK 
identified himself and ROBERT TABER as co-organizers 
of the PPCC in New York, and testified that he and 
TABER obtained $3,500 from the Cuban Government 
which, along with f 1,100 collected ffem various sup- 
porters of the PPCC, paid for the full-page advertise- 
ment captioned, "What Is Really Happening in Cuba," 
placed by the FPCC in the "New York Times, 11 dated 
April 6, i960, which incidentally announced the 
formation of the PPCC in New York City. 

A second soared who has furnished reliable informa- 
*on v in the pa^t, advised in October, i960, that the 
hicagb^Chapfaer of thdjFPCC was formed during the summer 

196oj^^e^ the direct guidance and leadership of 
RICHARD HES^Y, a member of the State Committee of the 
Communist Fkrty(CP) of Illinois^ 

A third source, who has furnished reliable informa- 
tion in the past, advised in May, 1961, that the Chicago 
Chapter of the PPCC continued to exist with the same aims 
and purposes as before but under the direction and leader 
ship of former Communists, members of the Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP^and pro-CASTRO supporters. 

The CP and the SWP have been cited by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 




EDGAR SWABECK 

A fourth source, who has furnished^ reli, 
tion in the past, advised in 1961 that\EDGAR 
attended meetings of the Chicago Branch of % 
February 20, 1961, and April 23', I96I; of the 
(Chicago) Branch of the PPCC on April 21, 19 
the Chicago Chapter of the PPCC on April 26, 
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HARRY DEAN 



The above-mentioned third source advised in 1961 
that EDGAR SWABECK announced at the meeting of the 
North Side Branch of the FPCC on April 21, 1961, that 
he was leaving Chicago in the very near future and 
that it would be necessary to replace him as head of 
the branch's literature sub-committee* 

A fifth source, who has furnished reliable informa- 
tion in the past, ad&sed during I96I-I962 that EDGAR
